SPECIAL COMMITEE 


SCHOOL CURRICULUM 
T0 SEEK GHANGES 


The suieiateoiin aban fites of learn- 
ed professors and layman, which 
has been’ working for some 
months on the school curriculum 
of the province have now handed 
in their report to the Minister of 
Education, and it shows much 
care and attention has been given 
to the many matters which are 
affected by the proposed changes. 

The report gives the follow- 
ing changes as considered neces- 
sary by the committee for re- 
commendation to the  govern- 
ment :— 

1.—Subjects of study to be 
divided into two groups: Funda- 
mental and secondary, the funda- 
mental subjects to form basis of 
promotion and to receive fromm 75 
to 80 per ‘cent of the school time. 
Fundamental subjects — Arith- 
metic. English (reading litera- 
ture, Composition, spelling and 
gramer in the later  gtades.) 
Secondary subjects—Physical ed- 
ucation. Industrial education (art, 
manual arts, hotsehold — econ- 
omics). 

2.—English, oral and written; 
to be basal subjects in elementary 
schools, and no'less than 50 per 
cent of the routine time devoted 
td it. 

subjects to be retain 
ed: ‘but combined to prevent loss 
of time by everlapping, aud mitch 
obsolete matter to he éliminiated 
“4.—Attempts ‘to ‘he » made. to 
stress principles,’ of. * morality. 
citizenship -and’ manners: through 
a définite course.to be entitled 
“Citizenship.” 

5—In the last year of the ele- 
mentary. school ‘directive courses 
with 4 certain amount of optional 
material to be common to all 
courses, the remaining 20 per cent 
ta be variable.

America’ continent, the Bank of 
‘Montreal ~expatided its ,branch 
system in order to play its: full 
part in the development of the re- 
sources of the country. 

For a great many years it has 
also served as fiscal, agent for the 
Government of the Dominion ‘of 
Canada and in this capacity has 
been. able to lend valuable as- 
sistance in shaping the helping to 
keep its condition at all times 
sound. 

Furthermore, althaugh~ the 
bank is an institution of remark- 
able strength and solidity, it must 
not be forgotten that many, if 
not most, of its offices are situat- 
ed in small towns, and its services 
are therefore necessarily devoted 
very largly to Ithe farmer and 
the small business man. It is true 
that many of the largest business 
and industrial concerns in the 
country ‘avail themselves of the 
banking facilities which this in- 
stitution is able to offer, but the 
policy of the bank is service first, 
whether in connection with large 
accqunts‘or sma]l ones, and the 
attention and care devoted to 
small accounts both in cities and 
in rural districts from one of the 
reasons why the Bank of Mont- 
real is held in such high repute 
throughout the Dominion.

Concurrently with the declara- 
tion of a dividend, the directors 
displayed farsighted -finnacial 
wisdom in placing a portion of 
the profits in a Reserve © Fund. 
Thus they started the Bank’s 
Rest, which with 'the accumula- 
tion during # period of more than 
a century amounts now to the 
sum of $22,000,000. 

During this time the Bank was 
operating, under the Articles of 
1817, but. at the same time it was 
endeavouring ‘to obtain the sanc- 
tion to do business either by Act 
of the . British Parliament . or by 
Royal Charter: As early as 
O@tober, 1817, the stockholders 
ata géneral meeting had decided 
to. apply to the Legislature for 
an Aét of Incorporation. ‘here 
was some - delay in connection 
with this, ana again the steck- 
holders. ori sc nted ‘a~Silly avd in 
1821, the Legislatu:e grivicd a 
Charter which receivtd the Roval 
Assent on May 18h, 1822.

previous year except 1914 and 1915. The total amount of liabilities 
was the highest on record, but some allowance must be made for 
higher values, At the beginning of the recession in prices they had 
not only a large stock of goods on hand, but also had great difficulty 
in cutting down their operating expenses. Traders, however, were 
able to protect themselves by refusing to buy, and by gradually 
liquidatingstocks on hand at prices which enabled them, as a rule, 
to meet their: liabilities.

The Horse Not Obsolete 


Horses Stated to be More: Economical 
on Farms than Tractors 

“At a»big convention of the Horse 
Association of America, in Chicago 
recently, facts were offered to show 
that horse breeding is far from likely 
to be a dying industry for some time |: 
to come. Statistics given proved 
that “horses are more economical in 
every field opération on farms than 
the more recent iron steeds. Com- 
puted on 1911 fed prices, the cost of 
power an acre, according to the Unit- 
ed States department findings, is $1.37 
for plowing with horses, as compar- 
ed with $1.72 with tractors; discing, 
84 cents with horses and 65 cents 
with tractors; discing in combination, 
32> cents with horses, as against 59 
cents. with tractors; harrowing, 18 
cents with horses, as against 30 cents 
tractors; and {drawing grain 
binder, 31.cents with horses and 65 
cents with tractors.” - As the figures 
have | official government sanction, 
they can be accepted with consider- 
able assurance; but will evidently not 
prove palatable to the vast concerns 
associated with farm and city motor 
industries, who will undoubtedly put 
up a good case in refutation. 
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How Weights Were Established 


Table Built Up from Actual Use of 
Grain 
During the reign of Henry VII. were 
established standards.of length and 
weight with actual grains -of wheat | 
and barley as a basis. Three barley 
corns were an inch, and from that 
was built up our table of inches, feet, 
ells (yards), perch and acre. One re- 
striction was that the barley corn 
must be dry and taken from the mid- 
die of the ear and laid end to’ end. 
Under this same system 30 grains of 
wheat made a pennyweight, and from 
that as a basis they worked out the 
Troy pound in which 12 ounces still 
make a pound. Originally the sizes 
were based upon grains of barley, and 
it is said that these are the same io- 
day as in the early days. There were 
18 grains. of barley to each size. “Fur- 
long” is an old English word meaning 
“furrow long,” and is' based upon the 
length a furrow would be in a square 
10-acre field.

B.C. Salmon Industry 


Salaries in B.C..Run Over Two Million 
Yearly 

The salmon: industry in British 
Columbia represents a capital invest- 
ment of $16,00,000, and payments to 
the producers of the raw material 
runs close to $4,00,000. Cannery gm- 
ployees are paid over $2,000,000 an- 
hually, and the number of persons 
employed in the industry exceeds 
17,000. Over $300,000 is paid each 
year to local merchants for suppliés 
such as groceries, and-the cans used 
for packing, salmon cost over 
$2,000,000.
